result of the Courrlerea disaster on 
March W, which cost hundreds of 
lives, thus described his awful ex 
perlence. 


I was 
working -with my cousin 


when an explosion occurred and we 
became separated. Afterwards, alone, 
I groped about In the darkness, trying 
to find an outlet. I first found a dead 
horse, but was unable to eat any ot 
Us flesh. Later I found some lunch 
bags, which ihad belonged to men who 
had'been killed by the explosion, and 
I Ifved on the food I found in them. I 
«Uft)t«.»ULi the-eoM-lua took fto 
ing and shoes from the'dead. I also 
found three watches and 24 sous. At 
one time I gave up hope and tried to 
commit suicide by opening a vein, 
slept ten times and tried to count the 
days, estimating that eight days had 


since the explosion." 


When tho engineers came up from 


the Courrleres pita they were attacked 
by a crowtl of women, crying: "Death 
to the murderers." They were res- 
cued by a squadron of dragoons. The 
people are intensely excited. They be- 
lieve that there are other' men alive 
In the mine, and serious disorders are 
threatened. 


Early morning reports Wednesday 


said that 10 more miners had been 
rescued but the afternoon cablegrams 
corrected tills report. Berthou was 
the only one rescued Wednesday 
as 


published In tbe Advocate's press dis- 
patches that day.

Chicago. April 5.—Rivalry between 


MBtern railroads has become so keen 
that an effort is being made to secure 
shorter mileage between Chicago and 
New York. The first step has been 
taken by the Pennsylvania, which has 
secured control of the Flndlay, Fort 
Wayne & -Western and the Northern 
Ohio roads. With possession of these 
two roads It will be possible for the 
Pennsylvania to shorten its mileage 
between Chicago and New York by 
100 miles. The Flndlay road extends 
a distance of 78 miles between Findlay 
and Fort Wayne. The Northern Ohio 
extends from Oelphos to Akron, a dis- 
tance of 162 miles. A link to connect 
the two roads, it is said, will be built 
from Findlay to Carey. 


With such a new cut-off the Pennsyl- 


vania mileage would be reduced to 3C8 
miles between Chicago and Plttsburg 
and would enable the road to reduce 
the' time of the Pennsylvania special 
from 18 to 16 hours between New York 
and Chicago. Jt is the purpose to use 
the new line exclusively for passenger 
service and the old tracks for freight 
The old line will be shortened 50 miles 
by the construction of a section a dis- 
tance of 40 miles between Plymouth, 
on the Northern Ohio, and Wooster. 
on the main line.

^Governmental Ownership of Public 


Utilities Favored by Senator New- 
lands In Hit Speech en the Kale 
Bill—President Roosevelt Criticised 


Washington. April .".—In the senate 


Mr. Ncwlands discussed the railroad 
rate hill and Mr. Daniel the question 
of the lack of' representation by the 
southern states in the public service. 
Mr. Newlands advocated amendments 
to the rate bill providing for the na- 
tional incorporation of railroads, and 
announced himself as favorable to the 
governmental' ownership of those util- 
ities. 


The house listened to a criticism of 


the president by Fitzgerald of New 
York for the* failure of the chief ex- 
ecutive to properly advise the house 
as to the objections he had to tho bill 
opening 505,000 acres of land for graz- 
ing purposes In Oklahoma territory. 
Instead of advising the members of 
'the Indian affairs committee as to the 
weakness of the measure so that It 
might he amended to meet the wishes 
of the Commissioner of Indian affalts. 
Mr. Fitzgerald In the course of his 
strictures on the president said: "This 
Is not Russia. The president Is uot 
like the e»ar. who originates and en- 
acts legislation. The president may 
recommend but he can neither origin- 
ate nor enact legislation. , Somebody 
may say this Is trivial. The history of 
all governments which have parlia- 
mentary institutions shows that the 
failure to resist trivial encroachment 
on the part of the chief executive has 
led to vast encroachments until -tho 
legislative branch of the government 
existed In name only." .

Senator Allison called the caucus to 
order. In doing so he directed atten-

In the bituminous coal fields there 


were more mines in operation than on 
the previous day, and many more are 
to resume within a day or two 
Tho 


number of men at woik in the Pitts- 
burg district, however, was not as 
large as was expected. This was due. 
It is said, to tho factional troubles 
within the miners' union In that tenl- 
tory. Negotiations are under way be- 
tween the miners and ojierators In 
several districts outside of the cential 
nnd 
southwestern 
territories, 
and 


while no ngieements have yet boon 
reached, no serious trouble Is autlci 
paled. 


The mine workers' Icadrrs wer« 


much pleased when they learned tha 
President Roosevelt had declined t< 
take a hand in Ihe soft coal strike 
so long as the situation remains as a 
present.
